Evening lasses. —The Acting Head- 
master recommends that these classes 
bbe abandoned for tho current winter in 
view of the alight prospect of their 
success, 


Inaugurated in 1905 they were found 
to lack sapport almost from their in- 
ception, and it became necessary on 
financial grounds to abandon the greater 
part of the eyllabas, with the exception 
of instruction in Book-keepiog and 
Baildiog. In 1908 they were sgain 
revived ander a scheme which offered the 
advantage of being experimental, and 
seemed justified in view of the apparent 
existence of some demand for instrac- 
tion of this kind. Requirements were 
insufficient to warrant the appointment 
of instractore on defini terme, bot « 
suitable arrangement was made whereby 
the work was undertakon by members 
of the School staff. The Committes 
sccordingly authorized publication of an 
annoancement setting forth the eighteen 
subjects which composed the syllabas, 
and laying dowa feos at the rates of $5 
per mensem for one subject, and $3 
per mensem for each additional subject
